On  January  l6,  1945,  Mr.  Gouty,  Mr.  Deel,  and  I met  John  Dehner  at  the  Fourth 
Street  Pumping  Station  to  discuss  plans  for  dredging  the  river , ; cutting  an 
approach  to  the  trash  rack  at  the  rear  of  the  building,  aid  enlarging  the  building. 
We  were  soliciting  a contractor’s  view  on  the  project,  preliminary  to  preparing 
plans  and  specifications  for  asking  bids  on  the  work.  Mr.  Dehner  was  informed 
of  our  intent. 


That  part  of  interview  over,  I asked  Mr.  Dehner  if  he  could  help  us  find  some- 
one who  would  be  interested  in  removing  the  old  coal  building,  fence,  and  other 
debris  from  the  recently  acquired  property  (Lots  1 and  2,  C.  W.  Sherer  Addition) 
adjacent  to  the  Pumping  Station.  He  said  he  would  do  some  looking  around  and 
call  me. 


In  the  meanwhile,  I asked  Mr.  Hubert  Sherman  if  the  Martin  Wrecking  Company  would 
be  interested.  Their  letter  of  February  26  and  my  letter  to  them  of  March  1 is 
copied  herein;

On  March  1,  I called  Mr.  Dehner*  s office  and  he  be^ing  ill,  I talked  with  a 
man  in  his  office  and  told  him  that  Mr.  Dehner  said  he  would  attempt  to  find 
a wrecker  to  remove  the  rubble  from  the  old  coal  yard.  He  said  he  would  call 
Mr.  Dehner  end  call  me  back. 

On  the  seme  day  I reported  this  to  you  and  you  advised  that  Mr.  Steiber  had 
been  promised  the  material  on  the  lots  for  its  removal. 

Since  I had  a call  in  with  Dehner,  I did  not  call  back  to  tell  him  of  this  last 
arrangement,  but  on  March  2,  1945,  Mr.  Dehner* s office  called  and  reported  that 
his  men  had  pulled  the  building  down  and  were  prepared  to  haul  it  away  when 
Steiber  appeared  on  the  premises,  stopped  the  work,  threatened  suit,  and  made 
other  appropriate  gestures. 

I drove  out  to  see  what  had  beetfdone  late  the  same  afternoon,  and  found  that 
in  addition  to  puling  the  building  down,  fire  had  been  set  to  the  front  end  of 
the  building  where  the  office  and  scabies  were — it  was  still  smoldering. 

By  now,  you  had  been  advised  that  Steiber*  s attorney  was  preparing  to  bring  a 
damage  suit  against  us  and  mentioned  the  scales  particularly.  Mr.  Pickett  was 
asked  to  retrieve  what  parts  of  the  scales  he  could  find  and  store  them  at  the 
Light  Construction  Department.  He  got  the  standards  and  the  weighing  beam — the 
platform  was  not  damaged  by  fire,  and  apparently  by  nothing  else. 

The  fire  that  damaged  this  property  occured  on  December  l4,  1943  and  did  a 
thorough  job  of  it  in  my  opinion,  as  was  reported  to  you  in  my  memo  of  December  4, 
1944  and  copied  herein:

Subject:  Acme  Coal  Company  Buildings  on  Fourth  Street 

Mr.  Pickett  and  I stopped  at  the  above  property  last  Friday  morning 
and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  remaining  structures  are  of  junk  value. 
The  20?  x 70*  building  is  of  corrugated  sheet  steel  siding  and  roofs 
and  has  been  badly  burned.  Practically  all  timber,  second  hand  at  the 
start,  is  charred;  some  of  the  corrugated  sheets  are  buckled,  all 
roughened  by  fire  on  the  inside,  but  some  look  fair  outside. 

There  is  about  l6o*  of  board  fence  made  from  old  car  siding,  a battered 
office  safe,  and  the  sc&leS,  the  platform  of  which  was  not  subjected  to 
the  fire.  The  yard  is  cluttered  with  various  debris. 

It  would  probably  be  a good  deal  if  the  place  could  be  razed  by  some 
dealer  for  the  material.

name  of  Homer  Teal  agree  to  remove  same  but  when  he  went  over  there 
he  notified  me  that  the  material  was  worth  nothing,  so  he  backed 
out  of  the  deal*  As  the  weather  was  bad  and  I had  several  men  idle 
for  a day  or  two  I sent  them  over  there  to  help  you  get  rid  of  it. 

The  former  owner  came  over  there  and  stopped  them  so  they  unloaded 
what  they  had  on  the  truck  and  we  removed  nothing  from  the  premises, 
and  as  the  men  explained  to  me  there  was  nothing  worth  anything 
when  they  started*  This  man  told  my  men  that  the  city  gave  him 
sixty  days  to  remove  the  building  but  that  the  weather  was  bad  and  he 
did  not  get  it  done* 

I feel  it  is  very  unfair  of  him  to  ask  the  city  for 
damages,  as  none  has  been  done.  Anything  my  men  done  over  there

Enclosed  you  will  find  a resolution  which  I have 
prepared  in  connection  with  the  condemnation  of  Lots  1 
and  2 Charles  W.  Scherer^addition  to  the  City  of  Fort 
»yne . 

No  doubt  your  Board  is  more  familiar  than  I am  with 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  from  here  on. 

The  enclosed  resolution  should  be  adopted  by  your 
Board  at  its  next  regular  meeting.  Notice  of  the  adoption 
should  then  be  given  by  publication  for  two  w eks,  naming 
a date  not  less  than  ten  days  after  the  last  publication 
at  which  the  Board  of  Works  will  receive  or  hear  remon- 
strances from  persons  interested  in  or  affected  by  the 
proceeding.  At  this  hearing  the  Board  of  Works  shall 
consider  any  remonstrances  filed,  and  thereupon  take  final 
action,  confirming,  modifying,  or  rescinding  the  original 
resolution. 

Following  the  above  action  the  Board  must  cause  to  be 
prepared  a roll  of  all  the  owners  or  holders  of  property 
sought  to  be  taken  or  injuriously  affected.  Following 
the  completion  of  this  list,  the  Board  shall  proceed  to 
award  the  damages  sustained  and  to  assess  the  benefits 
accruing.  When  such  assessments  are  completed  a written 
notice  must  be  served  upon  the  owners  of  each  piece  of 
property , showing  the  amount  of  such  assessment  or  award. 

If  the  owners  are  non-residents  this  must  be  done  by 
publication.  This  noticemust  name  a day  not  earlier  than 
ten  days  thereafter  on  which  the  Board  will  receive 
remonstrances.  If  any  remonstrances  are  filed  the  Board 
has  a hearing  and  either  sustains  or  modifies.  After 
this  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board  those  remonstrating 
have  twenty  days  to  take  an  appeal.  You  understand,  of 
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course,  that  any  such  appeal  does  not  affect  the  con- 
demnation but  only  the  award  of  benefits. 

xhe  sections  covering  the  procedure  are  found  in  Burns 
{Statutes  annotated  1933,  Volume  9,  paragraph  48,  sections 
201  to  210  inclusive. 


I understand  that  benefits  are  to  be  paid  out  of  City 
Utility  funds;  inasmuch  as  the  amount  probably  will  be  in 
excess  of  $2,000.00  I believe  you  will  have  to  have  an 
ordinance  appropriating  that  amount  to  the  condemnation.
